We 
ar ecoming to see that the mission 
of the penitentiary is to so act upon 
the character of the wrongdoer that 
he returns to the world a reformed 
man, Whether any remarkable suc- 
cess attaches to this principle or not,

becoming the principle which more 
and more actuates prison authori- 
ties. The enlightened treatment of 
crime in embroyo is becoming large- 
ly accepted in practice among civ- 
ilized nations. It is a step in the 
right direction that we have estab- 
lished children’s courts such as that 
at Lethbridge, and that we have ap- 
pointed a woman magistrate as at

Farmer Exemptions 


In giving his ruling concerning the 
exemption of bona fide farmers from 
service under the military service act, 
Mr. Justice Duff, central appeal 
judge, writes as follows: 

“The need for troops cannot be ex- 
aggerated. On the other hand the 
necessity of maintaining food pro- 
duction is equally pressing. The ex- 
emption granted to farmers is grant- 
ed eolely because of the conviction 
that they are or may be more useful 
in food production than as troops

application for an extension of the 
exemption period it will be necesgary 
to satisfy the tribunal that @e ts 
sparing no effort to see that the pno- 
duction of 1918 shall be adequate 
considering the size and nature of the 
farm.
